Cor¬ 
rective action has been 
taken,” Raitt told 
Parliament. “I offered to 
resign if the prime minis¬ 
ter felt it necessary. He did 
not accept it. The person 
responsible for handling 
the documents offered 
their resignation, and I did

New proposals for payday loans 


money Payday loan users 
can expect to pay no more 
than $23 for every $100 
they borrow under new 
rules proposed by Alberta’s 
government. 

“What is chosen today is 
ultimately for the con¬ 
sumers,” said Service Minis¬ 
ter Heather Klimchulc after 
unveiling the new plan in 
the legislature. 

The average payday loan 
company would charge $30 
for every $100 borrowed, ac¬ 
cording to a consultation re¬ 
port from the government. 


Stan Keyes, president of 
the Canadian Payday Loan 
Association, says the new 
cap would separate the 
good companies from the 
“irresponsible” ones. 

“There is no doubt that 
many businesses will have 
to change their business 
practices,” said Keyes. 

Payday loan companies 
must also offer two-day 
cooling off periods to con¬ 
sumers who want to return 
money without any costs 
and all payday loan busi¬ 
nesses must be licensed by 


the province. 

The new rules that come 
into effect on Sept. 1 would 
also put an end to “rollover” 
loans — or paying off an old 
payday loan with another 
loan. Rulebreakers could 
pay fines as high as 
$100,000 or face up to two 
years in jail, warned Klim-

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City plans bar/pub association 

Committee wants to form group of drinking establishment owners

The city will be developing 
a plan that could see an as¬ 
sociation of Edmonton bar 
and pub owners govern 
themselves despite strong 
opposition from Mayor 
Stephen Mandel and the 
hotel industry. 

The city’s transportation 
committee told administra¬ 
tion to come up with a plan 
that could see a new group 
set standards for licensed 


drinking establishments in 
Edmonton — a move that’s 
being lauded as a way to 
clean up the industry’s im¬ 
age. 

The new association 
would set new rules and 
programs for drinking es¬ 
tablishments that could ad¬ 
dress nightclub security 
and training employees, 
says city administration. 

Administration told 
council that the plan could 
also include forcing li¬ 
censed businesses to pay 
$280 annually in sur¬ 


charges. The move would 
create an annual fund of 
$250,000 for the new asso¬ 
ciation that could be spent 
on staff and services, said 
administration. 

But Mandel said bar own¬ 
ers should be the ones to 
create the group, not the 
city. 

“We’re not doing it for 
the steel industry, we’re 
not doing it for the grocery 
store business, or the cloth¬ 
ing business,” said Mandel 
during the meeting yester¬ 
day. 


“It’s the responsibility for 
the business to do that — it 
is our responsibility to en¬ 
sure our business licences 
and bylaws are enforced.” 

Mandel, who called the 
plan ridiculous, said the 
move could hurt “ma and 
pa” establishments and it 
could create backlash from 
the industry. 

“We understand it is go¬ 
ing to start at $280, but 
what’s to stop it from be¬ 
coming a sustainable 
stream of revenue for the 
city,” said Thomas Bar- 


knowitz, a general manag¬ 
er of Rosslyn Inn and 
Suites, during the meeting 
in city hall yesterday. 

But bar owners and busi¬ 
ness association representa¬ 
tives urged the committee 
to follow up on the plan 
and Coun. Don Iveson said 
it’s a step in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

“What this can represent 
is industiy leadership and a 
bottom-up approach, ulti¬ 
mately, as opposed to a top- 
down approach,” said Ive¬ 
son.

Opposition blasts decision to fire 26-year-old press secretary 


Jasmine MacDonnell 
stood outside a popular 
steak house a couple of 
blocks from Parliament 
Hill, having just learned 
she had made a huge er¬ 
ror.

Opposition critics yester¬ 
day attacked Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper for 
sparing rising-star Raitt — 
and letting a junior staffer 
take the fall instead. 

“I don’t like people 
blaming 26-year-olds,” Lib¬ 
eral Leader Michael Ignati- 
eff said.

Tourist killing raises 
worries for journalist 


lindhout Few cut as glam¬ 
orous a figure as the free¬ 
lance journalist in a con¬

The killing yesterday of 
British tourist Edwin Dyer 
in the West African coun¬ 
try of Mali, by an al-Qaida 
wing, brings her wrench¬ 
ing ordeal to mind. 

So does the image last 
week of Lindhout begging 
for her life in a five- 


minute phone interview 
with Agence France-Presse 
in Paris. 

Lindhout was 27 years 
old at her capture. She 
grew up in Sylvan Lake, Al¬ 
ta., just outside Red Deer. 

On Aug. 20, 2008 she ar¬ 
rived with 37-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian photographer Nigel 
Brennan in Mogadishu, So¬ 
malia, one of the world’s 
most lawless places. 

Three days later, Aug. 
23, Lindhout and Brennan 
were kidnapped by ban¬ 
dits 20 kilometres away at 
Afgoye, a shantytown for 
people displaced by fight¬ 
ing. 

Their condition appears 
to be deteriorating. 

In February, word of a 
failed escape attempt 
reached Journalists With¬ 
out Borders.

out, however, are SOL. 

It’s a little disheartening 
that in an era of change and 
renewed optimism such 
prejudice is still legally en¬ 
forced, no? 

Here in Canada, same-sex 
marriage was legalized 
province-by-province since 
2003, until it was recog¬ 
nized nationwide two years 
later. It is currently legal in 
six other countries and is 
expected to be legal in six 
U.S. states by the end of the 
year. 

California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, cyborg as¬ 
sassin from the future and 
a longtime Republican who 
upheld the court’s decision, 
conceded that one day “ei¬ 
ther the people or courts 
will recognize gay mar¬ 
riage.” Even former U.S. 
vice-president Dick Cheney, 
another killer automaton, 
voiced his support.

“I think that freedom 
means freedom for every¬ 
one,” Cheney said at the Na¬ 
tional Press Club earlier 
this week, echoing state¬ 
ments he made in 2004. “I 
think people ought to be 
free to enter into any kind 
of union they wish, any 
kind of arrangement they 
wish.” 

Some opponents say it 
hinders procreation and 
tarnishes the sanctity of 
marriage, but people in 
“traditional” marriages 
aren’t required to have kids 
and us straight folks have 
been ruining the sanctity of 
marriage for as long as mar¬ 
riages have existed. 

Some states offer domes¬ 


tic partnerships and civil 
unions — a major step in 
the right direction — but 
stopping there is akin to 
the “separate but equal” 
doctrine under the Jim 
Crow laws of the late 1800s 
and early 1900s that had 
blacks drinking from sepa¬ 
rate water fountains than 
whites. 

Slavery was legal in the 
U.S. just 150 years ago, 
some women couldn’t vote 
just 100 years ago and the 
reality of a black president 
seemed far away just two 
years ago. It is my belief 
that we will one day look 
back on the banning of 
same-sex marriage — per¬ 
haps the last legally en¬ 
forced prejudice in North 
America — with the same 
humility and quiet shame.

tor. But what is govern¬ 
ment’s proper role in the 
economy? 

To take a spin through 
Economics 101, govern¬ 
ment is there to define the 
ground rules of commerce 
through laws and regula¬ 
tions. It regulates econom¬ 
ic activity by using fiscal 
policy (taxing and spend¬ 
ing) and monetary policy 
(interest rates and other 
credit controls). It also 


monitors and regulates 
Canadian international 
business interests by mak¬ 
ing and enforcing trade 
agreements. 

Government rightly pro¬ 
vides a social safety net in 
the form of employment 
insurance, public pensions 
and other supplements 
based on age and/or cir¬ 
cumstances. In a reces¬ 
sion, government is 
obliged to use its resources 
— our tax dollars — to 
help out. 

It’s best prepared to do 
this by running budget 
surpluses in good times, 
building up a reserve that 
can be used in hard times 
when it may be necessary 
to run a deficit. Mostly, 
this doesn’t happen be¬ 
cause governments tend to 
make economic decisions 
for political reasons. 

One way the Harper 
Conservatives managed to 
turn a surplus into a 
record $5 0-billion deficit

in a blink of Jim Flaherty’s 
eye is they cut the GST be¬ 
fore the recession to ap¬ 
peal to voters, forfeiting 
revenues that would be 
helpful right about now. 

It’s perfectly reasonable 
to spend tax dollars to pro¬ 
vide assistance to individu¬ 
als (in the form of extend¬ 
ed benefits) and compa¬ 
nies in general (tax meas¬ 
ures) in a recession. Public 
works spending on infra¬ 
structure or research and 
development that benefits 
the economy in general is 
also useful. 

It’s also fitting that gov¬ 
ernments provide support 
to key industries — i.e. 
aerospace and forest prod¬ 
ucts, to name two — so 


they can compete interna¬ 
tionally on an equal foot¬ 
ing with foreign compa¬ 
nies that have equivalent 
support from their govern¬ 
ments. The critical distinc¬ 
tion here is that govern¬ 
ment should not be in the 
business of shielding un¬ 
competitive and/or dying 
companies like GM or 
Chrysler from market real¬ 
ities. 

Otherwise, government 
is there to be the honest 
broker or economic refer¬ 
ee — providing clear, fair 
and consistently applied 
business regulation and 
enforcement, tax policies 
and broad-based incen¬ 
tives. 

In short, its job is to lev¬ 
el the playing field so 
everyone — companies as 
well as individuals — gets 
a fair shake.

Attracting beautiful birds to your yard easier than you think 


garden For many garden¬ 
ers, having songbirds visit 
is one of the benefits of 
having a garden in the first 
place. It’s always a delight 
to see the variety of birds 
that drop by for a nibble or 
a rest. If you want to create 
a bird-friendly garden, it’s 
important to attract them 
with natural sources of 
food as well as using bird 
feeders. 


Birds have simple needs: 
Food, water, shelter, and 
protection from predators. 
Naturally, native birds 
thrive on native plants, so 
choose a selection of re¬ 
gional beauties that pro¬ 
duce seeds, berries, or nec¬ 
tar. Work dead trees or old 
stumps into your landscape 
to attract insect-eaters and 
provide shelter. The more 
diverse your food supply is, 


the greater variety of birds 
you’ll see in your garden. 
Also, you can help birds out 
by placing bird feeders in 
your yard, filling them with 
a high-quality seed that is 
balanced in nutrition like 
Scotts or Morning Song 
Wild Bird Food. The type of 
food you feed attracts dif¬ 
ferent kinds of birds. Small¬ 
er seeds like thistle seed at¬ 
tract bright yellow gold 


finches. 

Larger birds like to perch 
on feeders and eat mixes of 
seed, with sunflower seeds 
an all-time favourite, says 
Syd Pell, who heads up the 
bird food division at Scotts 
Canada. “A mixed food will 
provide a good ratio of nu¬ 
trients for the birds. We 
worked with the Toronto

Pell explains. 

In addition to putting out 
feeders, you can also grow 
plants that bloom and pro¬ 
duce fruit, seeds or nuts — 
attracting even more birds 
to your backyard. When 
possible, use plants that are 
native to your area. Many 
perennials, grasses, vines, 
shrubs and trees provide 
food for birds.

The survey, obtained by 
the Toronto Star last night, 


showed:

• 88 per cent agree the 
team would have a positive 
impact on the econo¬ 
my. 

• 83 per cent 
believe a Hamil¬ 
ton entry in the 
NHL would be good for 
the league. 

• 77 per cent support Bal- 
sillie’s bid. 

The polling was conduct¬ 
ed by Pollara Inc., May 
11-14 — the week after 


BalsiUie announced his bid 
to buy the team. The com¬ 
pany, which conducted 750 
one-on-one phone inter¬ 
views, says its results are 
considered accurate 
within plus or minus 
3.1 per cent 19 times 
out of 20. 

The poll is the lat¬ 
est manoeuvre in Bal- 
sillie’s full-throttle public 
™relations blitz designed to 
put pressure on the NHL to 
let him buy the franchise 
and move it to Hamilton. 

Other PR moves include 
starting a website devoted 
to signing up fans favour¬ 


ing a team, lining up spon¬ 
sorship and releasing de¬ 
tails — via court docu¬ 
ments — of items like team 
relocation requests that in 
the normal course of busi¬ 
ness would be kept private. 

The Balsillie camp and 
those allied with Coyotes 
owner Jerry Moyes fear the 
NHL will turn down Balsil¬ 
lie’s application to become 
an owner and their co-ap¬ 
plication to move the team 
to Hamilton. A hearing will 
be held July 9 in U.S. bank¬ 
ruptcy court on the matter 
of relocation.

A variety of greens are 
one of the first crops at 
the market: Lettuces, 
spinach, arugula and wa¬ 
tercress. These tender 
greens tend to be delicate 
and supple in texture and 
provide variety, flavour 
and texture to salads. 

More mature greens, 
dandelion, mustard, chard, 
kale and the like, will 
come along in a few weeks 
and they generally need 
cooking. Mature greens 
tend to have large, tough 
leaves. If you break off a 
piece and chew it, it will 
be leathery. Some mature 
greens, such as dandelion 
and mustard, will be un¬ 
pleasantly bitter even if 
they are not especially 
tough. Mature greens 
should be blanched by 
steaming or boiling briefly 
in water before cooking 
them.

Look for locally grown 
arugula and watercress for 
a peppery punch. The 
sweetness of the maple- 
glazed pecans contrasts 
nicely with the bitterness 
of some greens and the 
sharpness of Asiago 
cheese. Asiago is a good 
grating cheese, so buy a

piece and use a cheese 
shaver for attractive 
pieces. Makes four serv¬ 
ings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 6 cups (1.5 L) mixed let¬ 
tuce greens 

• 3/4 cup (175 ml) pecan 
halves 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) maple 
syrup 

Dressing: 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) red wine 
vinegar 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) extra-vir¬ 
gin olive oil 

• 1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 

• Pinch pepper 

• 1 oz (30 g) Asiago cheese, 
shaved 


METHOD: 

Wash greens and spin dry. 
Wrap in clean tea towel in 
plastic bag, or store greens 
in salad spinner in refrig¬ 
erator until needed. 

Place pecans in large dry 
skillet over medium heat. 
Stir a few minutes until 
fragrant. Stir maple syrup 
into nuts and cook a few 
minutes or until well coat¬ 
ed and syrup is absorbed 
into nuts. Transfer to 
parchment-lined plate to 
cool. Before serving, break 
any pecans apart that stick 
together. 

For dressing, whisk to¬ 
gether vinegar, oil, salt and 
pepper, cover and refriger¬ 
ate until serving.

A free spirit approach

In her latest film, Easy 
Virtue, Jessica Biel plays 
Larita, a feisty American di¬ 
vorcee who is seen as a 
“gold digger from the land 
of opportunists.” 

While her co-stars in this 
frothy British period piece 
didn’t see her in that light, 
the 27-year-old American 
actress says that she could 
relate to her character’s 
struggle to blend in with a 
well-heeled, upper-crust 
world. 

“I felt like a fish out of wa¬ 
ter, but it was so helpful,” 
says Biel, who enjoyed a 


middle-class upbringing in 
Boulder, Colo. “We just kind 
of exploited that. Anytime I 
was feeling uncomfortable, 
the director rolled the cam¬ 
eras!” 

The film, which opens 
this month, is set in the late 
1920s and based on a social 
comedy by Noel Coward 
that pokes fun at snooty 
English high society and, at 
a deeper social level, expos¬ 
es how American entrepre¬ 
neurial zeal was overshad¬ 
owing Britain’s imperial¬ 
ism. Larita, who is a race-car 
driver, represents the brave 
new world crashing into the 
old when she marries 
British aristocrat John Whit¬ 


taker (Ben Barnes). When 
the pair arrive at the Whit¬ 
taker family pile, John’s fa¬ 
ther (Colin Firth) is 
charmed by Larita’s spirited 
ways, but his mother 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) is 
horrified. 

For Biel, starring in Easy 
Virtue was a career-enhanc¬ 
ing move. “It was exactly 
what I was looking for, 
something I could throw 
myself into where everyone 
is expecting me to fail,” Biel 
told the British press. “I 
knew I could do it. That’s 
the joy of this business: 
shaking it up — surprising 
myself, surprising every¬ 
body else.”

Clafoutis 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1 lb (500 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

4 tbsp (60 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

3/4 cup (175 ml) coarsely 
grated sharp pecorino 
cheese 

6 extra large eggs 

1/3 cup (75 ml) all-purpose 

flour 

3 tbsp (45 ml) sour cream 
1-1/4 cup (300 ml) 2% milk 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375 F 
(190 C). Lightly grease 4 
shallow ovenproof dishes, 
each 5 to 6 in. (13 to 15 
cm) in diameter. Divide 
cherry tomatoes among 
dishes, spreading them 
out. Sprinkle with chives 
and all but 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
of cheese. 


2. Break eggs into bowl 
and whisk. Slowly whisk 
in flour until smooth. Add 
sour cream, then gradual¬ 
ly whisk in milk for thin, 
smooth batter. Season 
with salt and pepper to 
taste. 

3. Pour batter over toma¬ 
toes, dividing evenly 
between dishes. Sprinkle 
remaining cheese and an 
extra grinding of pepper 
over. Bake until set, puffed 
and lightly golden, 30 to 
35 minutes. 

4. Remove clafoutis from 
oven and leave to cool for 
few minutes before 
serving, because tomatoes 
are very hot inside.
